Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 and 12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art 
teaches a brain wave detector for detecting a beta rhythm of 1 8 - 26 Hz (i.e., central 
beta) from a driver's brain waves appearing before the driver's movement to step on a 
brake pedal after the step of determining driving conditions, where the central beta 
rhythm of 1 8 - 26 Hz is a range that is not contaminated due to an eye blink. Using the 
central beta rhythm, applicant's invention controls the brake using the characteristic of 
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the brain waves appearing before his or her movement in the course of stepping on the 
brake pedal for braking in a dangerous condition.
